Vehicles. 



To the Louisville & Frankfort 
Railroad Co. 

Every time the floor of the 
Railroad bridge has been removed 
for any purpose in years past the 
rumor .was at once stated that it 
was not to be replaced, but this 
rumor proved groundless until the 
new bridge, which has just been 
erected, was completed. It was 
authoritively given out last week 
that no floor was to be put down 
. and only foot passengers would be 
allowed to cross the bridge which 
determination, if carried out, 
would work great injury to the 
city, the residents of Bellepoint 
and the fanners living in the 
northwestern part of the county, 
and suited an old timer to looking 
up a deed which he believed to be 
in existence from the late L. A. 
Thomas to the old Louisville & 
Frankfort Railroad Company, in 
which the right of way through 
the farm of Mr. Thomas was 
deeded to the railroad company in 
consideration of the fact that free 
passage across the bridge was 
guaranteed to Mr. Thomas, his 
family and employes to and from 
his farm. The deed was found 
Recorded on page 149 of deed 
book No. 4, and dated August 
33, 1850, and the contract between 
Mr. Thomas and the railroad com- 
pany is thus set out: 

1st. To permit him and those 
Forming a part of his family, in- 
cluding his slaves and other la- 
borers, whom he may from time 
to time have employed, to pass 
and repass the bridge which the 
company intend to construct 
across the Kentucky river, near 
the mouth of Benson Creek, Free 
of Toll. This right of passage is 
intended to afford to said Thomas 
the facilities for passing to and fro 
between his farm and the city of 
Frankfort, with such articles as 
may be the produce of his farm 
and such as may be necessary for 
its support, and to include his 
wagons and carriages and their 
loads, and such stock of horses, 
cattle, sheep, hogs, &c, as are 
used to be kept on a farm. And 
the right of passage hereby grant- 
ed by said company to said 
Thomas is to pass to and b< 
vetted in any future owner of said 
farm, and his or her family to the 
same extent, and to be exercised 
ar»» the same manner as he eby 
granted to said Thomas. But this 
right of said Thomas is to be ex- 
ercised by said Thomas, &c, with 
his own carraige, &c, at such time 
as will not interfere with the cars 
of the company, and the com- 
pany's use of the road, and shall 
not authorize said Thomas to put 
<ars on the railroad. 

2d. If from any cause the 
said company should fail to con- 
struct a bridge, or having con- 
structed one, it should be destroy- 
ed or rendered useless, whereby 
said Thomas is prevented from en- 
joying the use of it as above con- 
templated, the right of said 
Thomas to demand damages for 
-the right of way over the land 
should be and remain as it now 
.is. 

3d. If, however, after such a 
bridge as is contemplated in the 
.first article above should be built,

decessor, and the farm of Mr. 
Thomas having been subdivided 
by him and sold to different par- 
ties before his death, the right of 
action against the railroad com- 
pany to compel it to put a floor 
in the bridge does not vest in any 
one person, but in all those who 
own land which was a part 
of Mr. Thomas' farm at the time 
the deed was made, and each and 
every owner of a fraction of the 
farm is entitled to pass over the 
bridge free of toll. 

It is safe to say that the railroad 
company will put a floor in the 
bridge and it will be done before 
the first of December, as the 
eight months in which it is 
given to complete or repair the 
bridge then expires and numerous 
suits for damages can then be 
brought.

The Engineering Department of 
the United States has just com 
pleted a new snagboat for service 
on the Kentucky river and has 
transferred the crew of the old 
boat, the Kentucky, to it. She 
has been christened the Gen. O. 
M. Poe and made her first trip up 
the river the first of the week, ar- 
riving here Monday evening with 
a couple of barges loaded with 
timbers for a new step to the dam 
at Lock No. 6, in tow. 

She is splendidly equipped for 
the business and has all the 
modern interior improvements, 
with electric lights, model bow and 
a large wheel which gives her im- 
mense power. It is a little singu- 
lar that just nine years ago Monday 
Capt J.S.Browinski made the first 
trip up the river in charge of the 
first snagboat sent here by the 
government — the Quasind — and 
on the 9th anniversary of that trip 
he made his first voyage on the 
Poe— the third boat the govern- 
ment has had at work in the river. 
Capt. Browinski is proud of his 
new craft and thinks she will 
double discount either of her pre- 
decessors in the amount of work 
which can be done with her in a 
season.

DMth of Maj. Wingate. 

Major Robert J. Wingate died 
Monday morning in St. Joseph 
Infirmary in Louisville. The de- 
ceased was the youngest son of 
the late Henry Wingate and a 
brother of Mrs. N. J. Sawyier, of 
this city, and Mrs. Maria Camp- 
bell and Mrs. Sarah McKee, of 
Covington. He was born in this 
city on the i8th of December, 
1829, and was educated at West 
Point, having been appointed to a 
cadetship by the late Hon. Gar- 
rett Davis. After leaving the 
Military Academy he was con 
nected with the firm of Miller, 
Wingate & Co., in the manufacture 
of agricultural implements 
Louisville until the outbreak of the 
war, when he entered the Con 
federate service as a first-lieutenant. 
He was made adjutant of the 
original Stonewall Brigade, then 
commanded by General Garnett 
and soon after was appointed 
Inspector-General on the staff of 
Gen. A. P. Hill, in which capacity 
he served for about three years 
and until the death of Gen. Hill, 
participating in all his campaigns. 
After Gen. Hill's death he was 
assigned to the staff of Gen. Long- 
street, with whom he served until 
the close of the war, being present, 
at the surrender at Appomattox, 

After the close of the war he 
was engaged in the cbtton and in- 
surance business -in New Orleans, 
New York and Louisville. 

The regains were brought to 
this city- 'Tuesday morning and in- 
terred that afternoon in the family 
lot in the cemetery, the services 
being held in the chapel on the 
cemetery grounds. 

Killed in Illinois. 

Mr. Marion Sargent, son of 
Mr. James Sargent, of Avenstoke, 
Shelby county, was run over and 
killed by a railroad train at Forest, 
Illinois, at 9 o'clock Sunday night. 
He had just been telegraphed tc 
come to the bedside of his wife, who 
is very ill at the home of her father- 
in-law at Avenstoke. The re- 
mains were sent home Tuesday by 
Good Will Lodge of Odd Fellows, 
of Forest, of which the deceased 
was a member, in charge of Mr. 
E. Van Horn, who came to this 
city, turned them over to Capital 
Lodge, No. 6, and they were 
buried with the honors of the 
order Wednesday afternoon near 
Bridgeport. 

The deceased was a nephew of 
Mr. W. G. Sargent, of this 
county.

Cali.ed Meeting, 

Friday. Sept. I, 1893. 

AU the members ot the coun- 
cil were present except Council- 
man J. E. Miles. 

Tj»e meeting was called for the 
purpose of considering the ex- 
tension of the street' railway on 
North Wilkinson street, or Lewis 
Ferry Road. 

Councilman Watson offered the 
following: 

Whereas, The Capital Railway 
Company having failed to comply 
with the provisions of the or- 
dinance granting them certain 
rights, privileges and franchise 
in that they have failed to give 
bond as required by ordinance, 
and also having begun work on 
that portion of the Lewis Ferry 
Turnpike Company's road in the 
city limits before the tracks of said 
Railway Company had been shown 
or located by plan or diagram as 
required by said ordinance, 

Resohvd, That the rights and 
privileges and franchise granted 
by this council to the Capital 
Railway Company be. and the 
same are hereby, repealed. Adopt 
ed unanimously. 

Mr. Watson moved the adop 
tion of the following : 

"That the mayor be requested 
and directed to see that work on 
the street railway be stopped un 
til the resolution just adopted shall 
have been finally disposed of." 
Adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Nelson, in behalf of Mr. 
Ruple, the contractor for the 
stone work for the piers of the 
bridge, stated that Mr. J. B. Hen- 
drick required that he be paid for 
the privilege of stone being hauled 
over the roadway to the pier. 

Mr. McClure offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted 
unanimously : 

Resolved, That the sum of ten 
dollars be voted to Mr. J. B. Hen- 
drick for the privilege of hauling 
stone and material to the abut- 
ment. 

The council then adjourned un- 
til to morrow morning at 8 a. m.

Mr. U. Keenon opened in 
this city several months ago an 
establishment for the manufacture 
of hoops for tobacco hogsheads, 
which promises to be a success. 
The factory is located in the alley 
between Washington and Wilkin- 
son streets, on the lot adjoining the 
planing mill of Mr. Robert Choate. 
and gives employment to some 
half dozen hands. The hoops are 
made of elm. gotten out by 
machinery, neatly dressed and put 
up in bundles of twelve ready for 
shipment, and those of our tobac 
CO raisers who have used them 
pronounce them first-class and the 
best they have ever handled, as 
they enable the farmer to put up a 
neater and more substantial pack- 
age than he can with the old hand- 
made article.
